This  vill  reply  to  yom-  letter  of  August  24,  I968,  addressed  to 
the  Department  of  Defense,  in  vriiich  you  stated  that  you  have  seen 
tiiree  unidentified  flying  objects  (UPO's)  dui’ing  the  past  21  years. 


Unfortunately,  your  UPO  sightings  of  194?  and  I963  are  not  recent 
enough  to  permit  a scientific  evaluation.  We  have  found  that  Cifter  30 
days,  precise  details  tend  to  become  too  vague  to  permit  an  accurate 
analysis.  However,  if  you  will  complete  the  inclosed  questionnaire  on 
yoiu'  1968  sighting,  and  mail  it  in  the  inclosed  envelope,  oiir  technical 
people  nt  Wright-?a tterson  Air  Force  Base,  Ohio,  will  be  able  to  investi- 
gate further  and  make  an  evaluation. 


Ghould  you  over  sight  another  UFO,  please  report  it  as  soon  as 

possible  to  the  nearest  Air  Force  base.  Each  base  in  the  United  States 

has  a UFO  investigator,  who  is  in  a better  position  to  make  an  on- the-

spot  Investigation,  which  usually  results  in  a more  accurate  analysis.
